The most extraordinary funcral page mt 
ever witnesxe lin America culminated in New 
York on the &th with tho laying away of 
General Ulysses S& Grant's remains in the 
temporary tomb at Riverside Park. The 
aation’s jast tribute to the dead Union com- 
mander comprisel a series of most impres- 
tive ceremonies, beginning wits the funeral 
services under the immediate supervision of 
the Grant family, and the funeral sermon by 
Rev. Dr. Newman, at Mount MeGregor; 
next th» removal of the remains to Albany, 
where the body was viewed in the State cap- 
itol by thousands; the transfer of the body in 
the heavily draped funeral train down the 
Hudson on the fifth, the arrival of the re 


mains on the afternoon of that day in 
New York, and then the wmagnifi-

Five minutes later the funeral 
car was slowly drawn up before the steps, 
led by its long tine of horses, each 
coved a heavy biack netting, and Jed 
by a colored groom, The scene from within 
the City Hall gates at this moment was some- 
thing wondertuly Directly in front was the 
inrmense funeral car, in mort striking contrast 
with toe bright reflected sunlight of the 
plaza. Directly back of this the large vacant 
space was kept clear by the police. Beyond 
this was a great sea of human heads massed 
gether as far as the eye could see. Above, in 
all the windows and on the tops of the build- 
ings were seen hundreds of heads stretched 
far out to get a sight of the impressive scene, 
and with all this not a sound was heard. The 
air was as stiliasif the place had been de- 
seried. Within the City Hall there was 
perfect quiet. Upon the casket was 
only the wreath of oak leaves made by the 
dead hero's grandchildren.

When the catafalque reached Broad- 
way tho carriages of the city officials imme- 
diately drew up more closely, and word was 
telegraphed to General Hancock that all was 
in readiness.

slowly uptown, the tolling of St. Paul's bell 
announced the fact to the waiting thousands. 
It is safe to say that there was not a foot 
ot standing-room vacant in the neighborhood 
ef City Uall park from an early hour except 
that which was cleared by the police. Print- 
ing House square and Broadway up to Union 
Square were one mass of humanity as early 
as o'clock. Every available window of 
the buildings facing tha spot was fillet with 
people to its utmost capacity, while th» reofs 
of the bigh structures presented a dark fringe 
of living beings outlined against the blue skv.

sible of the ceremony, there could be seen no 
violent pushing or crowding which usually 
characterizes a gathering of the kind. 
It was evident that the great throng, com- 
as it was of the most widely different 
elements, was of but one thought—that of 
showing respect and reverence for the 
heroic dead. As the great, black funeral 
car and its precious burden moved from its 
ition many heads were uncovered and 
bowed until it bad passed. The throng
